ALrHovGH we are ndt supporters of. the 
‘gambling system in Hlongkong or of the 
Coolie trafic from’ Macao, and have com- 
mented without reservation upon both these 
measures, we cannot but think that a great 
mistake hus been make in the course of 
the debato in the Howe of Commons 
‘on the oolie - traffic, by mixing © up 
these two questions, and cndeavouring to 
make it afpoar that the Coolio ‘trade is 
dependent wpon the gumbling. There: are 
many evile which result from the licensing 
systema, but surely itis going too far to say 
that the Coolie traffic is one of them. Of 
course a great effect could be made in the 
House of Commons by spocches embracing 
two such topics, but how : the members who 
spoke coutrired to fall into the error of con- 
sidering thom necessarily ¢onnected is rather 
difficult. to understand.. The only absolute 
point of connection betweenthem, with which 
we are acquainted, is the mind of Chief- 
Justice Smatz; whose strong aversion to both 
is proverbisl. It cannot, however, bo proved 
that any oolies, who have shipped from 
Macao, bave been induced to do so in con- 
sequendée of gambling ; and to make the case 
good, this pint would haveto be established. 
It may possibly have been the fact in some 
inslances, brt certainly such cases aré not 
numerous and are known to fow, if any, of 
the residents here, : ‘ 
The chiefevils of the gambling system lie 

in ant entirdy different direction, and they 
would havo been far better disclosed if the 
debate on the subject had been, as suggested 
by our London correspondent, upon the go- 
vernment of Hongkong generally. Apart 
altogether from thé special reasons which 
naturally mggest themsdves against. the 
Government giving: its countenance ‘to an 
immoral pretice, we hava always opposed 
gambling on account of the demoralising 
effect which if is calculated to have on the 
general aduinistrution of the colony, One 
of the most important, retsona against it ia 
its tendeny to make the Government de. 
pendent for information with regard to cri- 
minals upon ‘a class of men who cannot be 
trusted with such responsibility. The gam- 
blisg farmirs ‘have been looked to as ‘the 
best. source of informatiowef this, kind, and 
have practially.beeu allowed to take, the place 
which should properly be secupied by. well 
organised detective force. This was looked 
upon by Sit Rionarp MicDowwert as one 
of the best features conneoted with the sys- 
tem; and, though he was perhaps «justified 
in taking this view, judging by the mited 
lights which he had on first assuming the 
“~“povernntent of this Colony, thera can. bo 
little doubt that thia was a mistake, and’ we 
question whether when thefull state of affairs 
is displayed, as it will be, by tha report of 
the Police Commission, Hii Excellency him- 
self will not be disposed to place less faith ix 
views which a ‘fuller knowledge of the 
+‘ nature of the Chinese popillation would pro- 
bably have led so: shrewd an observer, te 
doubt at the tims, a3 he has since doubted 
the objects) and. statua of the Chinere 
Hospital. —’ a cree 
Itis. agginat this epecit! working of any 
such system as that under which the gam- 
bling licenws, were grauted that the’ Govern-

his gentleman, had attributed the exdes- 
mortality ‘to the morbid feeling of depres- 
sion’ produced when the coolie realirod. the 
nisery.of his porition.- This statement was con- 
firwed by otber evidence. Recently publis at- 
tention had been drawa ta tho subject in China 
by an ‘ocourrence. which happened to w abip 
carrying cooties from Muacxo.” When a few days 
away from. port a disturbance broke. oyt on

vessel took fire, and the orew then went off in 
the bozts, abandoning tho ship, aad lofving the 
wretched cooligs, some of whom wore in irons, 
to their fate, About fifty of them were rescued 
by a fishing boat, and from the statements they 
bad since made it appeured. that they bad all 
been deluded with proaiises of good wuges, and 
induced, by pretencea and threats, to go on 
board she ship in which they had been carried 
away, The house. would feel that such a traffic 
was a-diagrace to civilisation (hear, hear), He 
wage glid to aay that recontly the Chief Justice 
of Hosgkong had .ewpbaticalty ‘condemned 
these transactions. Asregurds their condition 
when they reached tho Chincha Jelands there 
were detaila which seemed to him of a° most 
horrible character, A. petition’ which bad beeu 
presented to the Privy Council dewribed the 
murderous crnalties to which they were sub- 
jected, and be read extracts. from it describing 
the lash‘and the punishment inflicted upon the 
coolieafor f&iling in’ their. allotted tusks, and | 
for otker offences. He also read extracts from 
ther documents desaribing their wretched con- 
ects; how thut many of 
them were suffocated by the dust of the guano 
with which the islands were covered, and the 
ammonia and cfllavia which emanated from it, 
He didnot think that ibe eonditiot of those 
Chinew who were landed in. Pertr was quite as. 
bad asthat of those landed on -thé Ohincha Te- 
Jutidg; buf be read some’ remarks, from the 
works of Mr. Jenkina, ‘the “author of.** Ginxla 
Buby "to show that it was bad enough. Some 
of the Chinamea in Pem bad managed to place 
a memorial in the~hanjs of the American go- 
vernmmé, I¢ was forwarded through the 
Amérion minister of Prince Kung, who said 
that befelt very ipuch for his countrymen, but 
asked why the great American government aid 
not interfere. He ulev read extracts from vari- 
ous dowments to Hlusimte-the wretched and 
hopeless condition of the Chinese Isbourera in 
Cuba, and nwong theurthe opinion of Marshal

The Lord 
Chicf-Justice at Hongkong bad expressed-his 
yreat surpriaa at ite not being put down; but, 
in spite ‘of his rewonsirauoea, in spite of the 
merohsnta at Honzkong, sanction -scemed to 
have been'given to thes gam bling-loases in'a 
way, be could not’ understand ; and it was a line, 
policy. certuinly’-very. much opposed to 
England's condtof in. oder parts of the world.

censed gambling in Hongkong. Our only course 
vas to puban end to the system; There had 
been a. great outerysgainet reintroducing into 
France a syetem of yimbliog under the unthori- 
ty of government, and surely it was worse that 
we should: inolade-whal were called the inferior 
rocea in our colonies‘ tn'n gyatem of gambling 
evtablisbed under the authority of the British 
nation, He boped not only that the system 
would-be put ap end to, but that. the 80,000 
dollars would be expended in some way for the 
benefit of the inhabibints of Hoogkong, who 
bad been so seriously injured, 
Mr. Kxstwiok supposed “that no one woutd 
deny the horrors ixsideutul to the cvolie traf. 
fie from Macno to Pou und Cuba, though per- 
haps some persona would bo inclined to ask why 
wa should be so Quixotic as to.interfere in the 
matter. The first anaver to this was that our fos 
rein policy bad never been guided by a pounds, 
shillings, un pence jsterest in refereuca to anch 
thinga ag these ; and beyond this we'hiad a direct 
interest in the matter, beease the Chineso 
wovernment was disposed to ucknowladye with 
gratitude any influence exercised in fayuur of 
bheir subjegte abroad. No, doubt, algo, the 
inhabitants of the Questial nation were inclin- 
ed to Inuop tozetuer ull foreigners under the 
head of “outer burbarinoa,” and, therefore, the 
odium of thie coolie traftiv, whilst it exiated,’ 
would fait partly upon us. Lastly, we bad a 
direst interest in reference to the IJabour 
market, because our calunies would - benefit 
very. much from fro emigration. He hoped, 
therefore, that the governmeut would give 
their attention to thls matter. : 
Mr. “M'Arthor trusted that the government 
would make represutations to other govern~ 
ments-in order to put an eud to tbis notorious 
traffic. He believed that no goverument’ mora 
ubetted slavery than ad thut of Portugal, and 
‘he hoped that. that governinent would be 
remonstrated with. He believed thit a well 
ragulated system of emiz on would have a 
great effect in putting aw end tu that traffic, 
and that it would ale ovnfer othar ndvantages, 
especially upon onr Australian cvlonies, 
Sir-C. Wingfield onid thot the emigration 
from Macao recalled the worst features of the 
aluve trade ;,and, inieed, this was shown in tle 
papers which had been printed, It was diff- 
onlt to-vepress a feeling of indignation at the 
apathy of the Portuzuese government in res 
spect to it, and be trusted that our government 
would address the strongest. remonstrances to 
them in order that they thight see fit to enforce 
precuntions in regard to the traffic from Bacao. 
Lord Enfield waid te should le very sorry'to 
underate tho importance of this qaedtion, The 
‘speech iu: which the anbject hud been intro. 
duced was worthy of the well-knows pbilan- 
thropy of the hon, member, but he could have 
wished. that- be could bave pointed out what 
new kind of remonsttance and friendly council 
would be addrcased to, the Portuguesa govern- 
ment in veference to those who were engaged 
inthis traffic: From 1853 anccessive rovern- 
ments had done ull in their power, both with 
}the Chinese und other governments; to secure 
anemigration unter wiser.ind more humane 
regulations. In 1853 the subject attracted the 
attention, not ouly of the British, but the 
French ond other governments, and in 1855 a 
mieagnre was propostl and passed to secure bet- 
ber regulations in Ubina. “Phia act was the. 
18th and 19th ‘Vio. ap.104, Our consuls were | 
rged to see that the new regulutions werewar. 
‘ried out in the strictest paxsible winder, but 
unfortunately they scald only act co fur: ag 
British. vessels were contested, and tha rega- 
lations could nut prevent the systern of “ crimp. 
ing” being carried on in various parts of 
Ohind: “Althonghthe Chinese lawe forbad the 
euigration ‘of -coolies, still it was carried out 
in spite of the wnetwatchful efforts, In 1869 
a belter system was began, for Mr. Austin, of 
the West India Latour Agency, took stepsin 
the matter, and the- Chinese government reoogs 
niged the advantuge to be derived from the 
depot system.‘ Maré than this was done, for 
by the fifth aiticlo of the treaty of Tieawin the 
amigration’ of Cbince lubourera was specially 
stipulated for. It was to be prodtaimed that 
Chiness might takeservice in the British oolo- 
nics or other placoa beyond sea, and ship them- 
selves and ‘their families for that purpuse: and, * 
beyond this, .regulatose were to be passed for 
the protection of Obiuose emigrants. In 1865 
further comiounications passed between Prince 
Kung and Mr. Wad3, which assumed form in’ 
March, 1866, bat objection was taken by the 
French government and by the Coloninl Dice 
at home, and no further effort wae’ made-to, 
carry out what had been proposed, the wain 
object of which was to limit engagemanta to 
emigrante to five yeus, to secure them a return 
pasenge, and tw restrict the employment of per- 
sons of youthfol age, Thora was an upprehen- 
sion that if these privileges were granted to 
coolies there inighi-be ill feeling generated 
among tho 12,000 colica swho wore: alrend:

The practical proof of the 
auecoss of this emigration was the fact that the 
Chinese who were brohght to: the ‘West Indies 
even after the expiration of their services, re- 
mained generally in the West Indiea,and many 
of them antered into fresh indentaves after 
their apprenticeship expired, whild others con- 
tinued to “work there as free labourers, and 
rome, after going back to China to invest 
their savings, repurned. to service in the Weat 
Indies, Tt was only, therefore, to be desired 
that Sir R. Aloook'’s convention might be = 
far altered as to prevent ita being ai 
obstruction to thisemigratimn, The West lo: 
dia planters thomaelves only deaired that the 
free back-paasige should be given.after ten years 
iuatead of five years, as required by the con. 
vention. Tho statement of the atrocities of 
the coolia traffic From the Portuguese aettlement 
of Macao ‘tg Cuba und Pera waa no Auubt fully 
borne out—teviving many of the borrors at 
the old African slave trade. But the reguln- 
tions of the Portuguese government on the 
suljeot wero’ rery much the same as thoge 
which the British government had mady' in 
respeot to the emigration of cooliea from Hang. 
kony. be evil was the want of power on the 
port of the Portugacéa government to enforce 
them, The gambling systom in Hongkong 
was no duubt to be deplored; bat he d.d not 
think that the conneetion anid to exist bebween 
that syatem and the emigration of cooties bud 
beem satisfactorily made oun He, however, 
concurred in the desirability, of putting down 
those gambling-houses in Hongkong. in the 
cue of the Fiji kidnapping they bad one fact 
before them, namely, the arrival of the kidnap- 
ped elavea in Queensland, a culony where the 
British autborities could enforce the penalties 
evacted against such ah offence.

Thon comes the consideration, how did the 
arc of o eircla beome the unvarying form 
of the bay ; and why, docs the land divide to 
left and right inte innumerable Jateral val- 
Jeys? We may observe how, by a rapid rise 
of tlie waters of thasea to some hundreds ‘of 
feet above their level, it would inundate the 
Jow grounds and streams far into the in- 
terlor, quickly forming deep gulfs in the 
depressidus of the continent, and changing 
the lateral gorge: into bays, Then’ the 
swork would begrin in an inverse sense ass00n 
as this change in thé profile of the shore was 
accomplished ; the rivers bringing the alln- 
vium down, woull gradually fill up the 
higher valleys, and by dogress narrow the 
conquests of the sé, On the other side, the 
ocean would do its vork by drawing its coast- 
line, its reaches of mnd or pebbles, and thus 
‘dividing from its mrfaco all the new. bays 
which the sudden swell of its .wators had 
made, After the indetorminate lapse of 
ages, the shore would recover the softly un- 
dulatod form of the presont period. 

There are still, however, many countries
